BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Personnel and labor relations, cable television and the spending and tax 
limitation legislation known as ''Proposition 23'' comprise the major issues and 
concerns addressed by the Board of Selectmen during 1980, issues which wil] 
continue to confront the Board and the Town of Natick into the foreseeable 
future. 


Several collective bargaining agreements were successfully concluded in 
1980 with groups of public safety employees. A majority of the members of 
the Board sought to ease and improve the process of labor negotiations by 
actually conducting the collective bargaining sessions themselves, thereby 
eliminating labor relations consultant services and fees for this specific 
activity, while improving communications between management and labor. 


The conduct by the Board of Selectmen of collective bargaining did not 
meet with the total support of either town meeting members or a minority of 
the Board of Selectmen membership; however, labor negotiations with each of 
the five unions of public safety employees were concluded prior to the end of 
1980 with, in two instances, the technical assistance and administrative 
authority and support of the Joint Labor-Management Committee of the Common- 
wealth. 


The major part of the licensing process leading to the award by the Board 
of Selectmen of a franchise to operate a cable television system in the Town 
was implemented during 1980, following a public hearing and decision by the 
Board in 1979 to undertake that process. 


The Town Counsel, the Board's Cable Television Advisory Committee and the 
Board members themselves expended extraordinary amounts of time and effort in 
carrying out their respective responsibilities in the licensing process. 
Franchise applicant proposals containing several hundred pages, public hearings 
requiring several meeting sessions, and protracted discussions concerning the 
professional and personal qualifications of the applicants all contributed to 
the demanding and exhausting nature of the licensing process. The franchise 
was awarded, on a majority vote of the Board, to Natick Cablevision Corporation, 
and no challenge to that award was filed, even though provision for such a 
challenge is provided by state statute. 


Implementation of the spending and tax limitation measure known as 
Proposition 23'', which was approved during the state election on November 4, 
1980 by an overwhelming majority of voters both townwide and statewide, is 
proving to be, at least in its initial phase, exceptionally difficult to 
carry out responsibly despite the many meetings, studies and other delibera- 
tions held on the subject by a multitude of different groups and organizations 
prior to approval of the measure. Efforts continue to prepare budgets to fund 
municipal services in the ensuing year in accordance with the intent of the 
voters, a procedure which will require each municipal agency to review and 
evaluate for later town meeting determination each and every one of its 
activities. 


The new municipal government structure of the Town, as defined by the 


Town Charter which was approved by the voters of the Town in March, 1980 and 
which successfully withstood a court challenge later in the year, will become 
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Operational in 198] with the appointment of a town administrator and the 
election of the entire membership of a restructured Board of Selectmen. 


In addition to its customary and recurring duties and obligations, the 
Board of Selectmen, in 1980, appointed a fire rescue service study committee 
and a local arts council, relocated the offices of the Youth and Human Resources 
Committee from the Natick Senior Center to the Town Office Building, issued 
the Town's first innholder's liquor license to the Natick Hilton Inn, and 
applauded the establishment in the Town of the world headquarters of the 
Prime Computer corporation. 


The Board of Selectmen hereby extends its thanks and commendation to all 
those who contributed their efforts and talents on behalf of the Town of 
Natick.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee is pleased to report on the scope of its 
activities for the calendar year 1980. The Committee met on forty-one 
separate occasions to provide direction for the school system in addition to 
numerous subcommittee meetings conducted for long-range planning and collective 
bargaining purposes. The Committee addressed the curriculum, the staffing of 
the schools, the collective bargaining process, long-range planning, and the 
fiscal needs of the system. 


During the year, the Committee commenced negotiations with all of the 
bargaining units in the system. At the close of the year, we had reached an 
agreement with one unit, the nurses. 


The budget for FY81 is $14,084,561, an increase of 8.4% over the FY80 
budget. The increase in the salary and wages account is 3.7%. The operating 
accounts reflect an increase of 30.7% based primarily on spiraling energy 
costs. 


In an effort to contain costs, the Committee closed the Eliot School in 
June 1980. In addition, the Committee eliminated the position of Director of 
Pupil Personnel Services, sixteen teaching positions, and several non-instruc- 
tional positions. 


The Committee acted favorably on the recommendations of the K-8 Task Force, 
voting to reorganize to a K-5, 6-8 system in 1982. Coupled with its previous 
vote to reorganize to form a four-year high school, the latter action set in 
place the ingredients for a complete system reorganization in September 1982. 


Fortunately, the Committee's long-range planning has allowed it to respond 


more effectively to the passage of Proposition 24 than might otherwise have 
been the case. The Committee decided to accelerate the move to a four-year 
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high school by a year. It decided to postpone the establishment of the middle 
school until September 1983. These actions set the stage for the Committee to 
vote to close Coolidge Junior High School, the Murphy and West Schools, and the 
Hayes Building in June 1981. As the year closed, the Committee found itself 
examining every cost center to achieve a multi-million dollar reduction in its 
current budget. 


As a result of its efforts to seek additional funds from state and federal 
sources, the Committee submitted proposals for and was granted funds to imple- 
ment a major energy conservation program at the high school, to implement a 
word processing program in the Business Department at the high school, to im- 
plement a school-to-work program for high school youth, to purchase graphic 
arts equipment for the Coolidge school, to continue the vocational assessment 
program for special needs pupils and to provide in-service training for 
teachers. The importance of such grants-in-aid will increase as the impact of 
fiscal constraint is felt. 


Finally, the Committee thanks the community for its support particularly 
those individuals who have given freely of their time to serve on planning 
committees. We thank the several boards and commissions whose support on a 
day-to-day basis provides a smooth-running operation. We appreciate the 
efforts of our employees whose day-to-day contact with the children, in what- 
ever capacity, is the heart of the organization. More than ever before, the 
participation of all is a necessity.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We are pleased to report on the educational activities of the Natick 
Public Schools for the calendar year 1980. Under the direction of the School 
Committee, the professional staff worked to improve the quality of the educa- 
tional programs for the children of the community. 


The pupil population continued its decline. From a peak enrollment of 
8700 in 1970, the pupil population has declined to 5646 in 1980. The Committee 
acted to reduce the staff after a careful analysis of the staffing patterns it 
desired to maintain in the schools. 


The Office of Curriculum and Instruction has provided leadership to the 
principals, department heads and teachers in the areas of curriculum develop- 
ment and instruction. Working closely with representatives of the secondary 
school staffs, this office is laying the groundwork for the system's implemen- 
tation of the four-year high school and middle school programs. In addition, 
the Office of Curriculum and Instruction completed the work necessary to im- 
plement the state-mandated Basic Skills Improvement Program. 
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At the high school level, the staff has worked assiduously to prepare a 
curriculum for the four-year high school program. The English Department has 
drafted a new curriculum which will increase the emphasis already given to 
improvement in writing skills. The success of the current Advanced Placement 
English Program is evident - sixty percent of the group scored a ''5'' on the 
national examination. 


The Business Education Department has introduced word processing instruc- 
tion into its curriculum. The importance of preparing youth for entry into 
the world of work is being addressed through the course offerings in this area. 
This department, along with the Industrial Arts and English Departments, have 
developed a unique cross-disciplinary program in the area of graphic arts. 


It is significant to note that forty-two percent of the student body is 
enrolled in a foreign language and forty-five percent of the students taking 
advanced mathematics courses are female. Natick appears to run counter to the 
alarming national trends that reflect a decrease in participation in foreign 
language instruction and a disproportionately small percentage of young women 
in mathematics programs. 


The system's staff development efforts brought increased opportunity for 


professional staff members to update their skills. In addition to in-house 
programs, forty-two different services were made available through the Staff 
Development Office. In addition, the system received a grant from the Depart- 


ment of Education to replicate the model Attleboro program. 


The Pupil Personnel Services Division is responsible for special educa- 
tion, guidance and psychological services. This division serves children from 
pre-school age through age twenty-one. Special education personnel wrote an 
extensive document for professional and parental use entitled Criteria for 
Special Education Services. It provides a complete description of all criteria 
and testing systems used in pupil placement. Constant effort is made to pro- 
vide the most cost effective model for the pupil's education. 


The American School Counselors Association selected Natick as one of fif- 
teen model guidance programs. The Department of Education has selected the 
elementary counseling program as exemplary. 


Work continued across the system to improve the energy conservation pro- 
gram. Relamping of the schools is complete and extensive retrofitting of the 
high school heating and ventilating system is in the process of completion. 


Space does not permit the detailing of activities that took place in all 
of the schools. It is sufficient to say that the daily efforts of the staff 
are the key to the success of the program offerings. We thank the School 
Committee and the community for their financial and philosophical support.

During the past year, Quinobin has continued to mature as a fine regional 
vocational school, offering the young people of Dedham, Milton, Natick and 
Wellesley the opportunity to become certified in any one of eleven programs. 
The committee believes these programs will provide our students, upon success- 
ful completion, an opportunity for immediate employment at higher than minimum 
pay. The programs consist of the following: 


1) Cabinetmaking 7) Electronics 

2) Carpentry 8) Heating, Ventilation & 
3) Commercial Art Air-Conditioning 

4) Computer Science 9) Horticulture 

5) Culinary Arts 10) Masonry 

6) Electrical 11) Painting & Wallpapering 


There has been a continuing thrust under the able leadership of our 
Superintendent-Director, Albert Chouinard, to utilize all resources to conduct 
a sound, efficient educational program. In the process, students and instruc- 
tors have been involved in a real hands-on learning experience, remodeling two 
buildings for educational use at a tremendous savings to the district towns. 


Additional projects being considered are the rehabilitation of the Carriage 
House and an addition to the Potting Shed. Both projects will be done by the 
Students under the guidance of their instructors with the plans and specifica- 
tions being professionally prepared by the architectural firm of Korslund, 
LeNormand & Quann of Norwood. Funding will come from a return of leasing funds 
paid to the Massachusetts State College System, trustees of the property, and 
will eliminate the need of raising funds from the district towns. 


Since the committee and administration felt that much time, money and 
energy was being wasted by students going back and forth to Quinobin for half- 
day programming, it was decided to ask the four communities to amend the 
District Agreement so that students could be scheduled on a day-about or week- 
about basis, providing the school committees of the sending towns concurred. 
We are pleased to report that this was agreed to by the four communities. 


In April of 1980, Mrs. Paula A. Mealy of Dedham was elected Chairperson, 
replacing Joseph Connolly of Natick; and Robert DiSchino of Wellesley was 
elected Vice Chairperson, replacing Paula A. Mealy, Kevin Donahue of Milton 
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replaced Paul Harrington.

| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans' Services and Benefits for 
the year ending December 31, 1980. 


Veterans! Benefits - We aided 602 people with financial and medical 
assistance this past year. The Town of Natick receives 50% reimbursement from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Each case is approved by the State Autho- 
rizer and thoroughly investigated by myself and the State Investigator. Each 
month, the State Investigator comes to Natick to personally check on the cases 
and report back to State. He makes sure the Director's investigation coin- 
cides with his report. Any differences are immediately checked upon. To 
receive the 50% reimbursement, this office has to file a report on the approved 
expenditures of each case. This is done on the tenth of the month. Requests 
for approval of budgets and bills are filed the twentieth of the month. 


Three assignments have been discharged this past year in the amount of 
$1,818.90, and turned over to the Treasurer of the Town of Natick. When a 
veteran or a dependent is aided and expects to receive a large settlement from 
an industrial or auto accident, or retro monies from V.A. and Social Security, 
and retro Unemployment, this department has to place an assignment against the 
case so that the Town is reimbursed the amount aided. 


We work closely with Social Security, Supplemental Security Income Pro- 
gram, Unemployment, and CETA, to help the veteran and/or dependent to receive 
awards they are entitled to. This is a savings for the taxpayer of the Town of 
Natick. 


Veterans' Services - This year alone 4,666 people were served by this 
office either by telephone or walk-in. When the door opens, there is always a 
problem that either deals with death, disability, loss of work, sickness, etc. 
Applications and forms always have to be completed. Compassion is also a 
necessity in this job. It should be noted that many times after we have done 
all we can for the individuals, that we have to refer them to other agencies so 
they can apply for benefits due them. People in trouble cannot be sent on a 
‘wild goose chase''. The information has to be correct. 


Compensation rates for service-connected disabilities were increased on 
10/1/80 as follows: 10% $54; 20% $99; 30% $150; 40% $206; 50% $291; 60% $367; 
70% $434; 80% $503; 90% $566; 100% $1,016. 


The non-service connected pension income limits were also increased. In 
order to receive this pension, recipient has to come within the limits and must 
file an income questionnaire card each year until age of 72. Every year, 
recipients come to this office for help with completing these cards as there 
can be no errors. 


This year, the Department of Veterans' Services brought $105,028.43 in 
V.A. awards into the Town of Natick. This does not include the burial allow- 
ances paid the Undertaker at the time of death, nor does it include veterans 
that we helped get admitted into V.A. Hospitals. These services bring revenue 
directly to the veteran or the dependent which saves the taxpayers of the Town. 


Vietnam Honor Roll - The Vietnam Honor Roll was turned over to Mr. 
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Prunaret, Chairman of the Morse Library Trustees, as he will give to contrac- 
tor. Eventually, it will be installed in the courtyard of Morse Library.

VETERANS’ GRAVES AND BURIAL OFFICER 


| hereby submit my annual report of registration and care of veterans' 
graves for the year ending December 31, 1980. 


Forty-three veterans passed away in the Town of Natick this year: 11 
World War |, 25 World War II, 4 Korean, 1 Vietnam, 2 Peacetime. Eleven out-of- 
town veterans were buried in Natick cemeteries. 


The Town of Natick appropriated $506.00 for the year for the care of the 
veterans' graves. The money is allocated as follows: Caretaker of North 
Cemetery receives $200.00; Glenwood Cemetery receives $30.00; and the balance 
is used for bronze markers and maintenance of maps which show where every 
veteran is buried. 


Each grave is examined to make sure it is properly marked. This year, 
after Memorial Day, | was called to St. Patrick's and Dell Park Cemeteries 
where vandals had broken the bronze rods right off at the marker. Instead of 
buying new rods at a cost of over $108.00 for steel (bronze more expensive) 
rods as replacements, | asked the Public Works if they could cut and thread the 
steel rods for me at proper specifications. With their cooperation, this was 
done at a cost for material only - $41.47. The broken pieces of bronze will be 
taken out of the marker heads to be put back on the graves as too expensive to 
replace. The steel rods will then be inserted.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION: 


As voted at Town Meeting, drainage was installed on Foley Drive and a 
guard rail fence was erected on Union Street.

With the continuing in- 
crease in the cost of oil and no increase in the appropriation for oiling 
materials, this maintenance program is lagging behind and could have a disas- 
trous effect on our roads in a few years. 


WATER DIVISION: 


The final report on the search for water on the Stigmatine property was 


received in February. It has been submitted to the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering for their approval. We are still waiting to hear 
from them. 


During the year 577 old water meters were replaced. This is an on going 
program to improve the efficiency of recording water consumption. 


SEWER DIVISION: 


The 201 Sewer Facilities study is complete and the final public hearing 
will be held in January, 1981. 


The commissioners of Public Works have appointed a water and sewer con- 
servation study committee as voted at the 1980 Annual Town Meeting. The 
Committee is now holding meetings and will have their recommendations in the 
near future. 


SANITATION AND LAND FILL DIVISION: 


The Sanitation Division collected approximately 15,400 tons of rubbish in 
their weekly collection. 


Work is being completed on the mandate of the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. This is an on going process and monthly reports must be

Tine and Mantoux test totalled 533; 56 were positive reactors, of which 16 
were put on chemoprophylaxis and checked every 3-4 months for 1-2 years as 
indicated by progress. 


A total of 38 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Conferences 
and 32 various immunization shots and doses were given. 


There were 15 premature births reported for 1980 and financial aid was 
requested by one family. None was granted. Premature and post-partum home 
visits totalled 56. 


Forty Lead Poison Detection Clinics were held. A total of 62 children 
were screened, of which 5 exceeded the maximum blood lead level. 


Fifty weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held. 209 residents 
attended and 30 were referred to their private physicians. 


Flu Clinics (Tri-Valent Vaccine - Type A/Brazil, A/Bangkok, B/Singapore) 
were held according to State guidelines at various locations in Town. 


A total of 712 residents were inoculated, and no adverse reactions were 
reported to the Health Office. 


A Diabetic Screening Clinic was held in June. 39 residents were screened; 
4 were referred to their private physicians. 


The various permits and licenses issued during 1980 by the Board of Health 
totalled 3,751. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump permits and 
general licenses totalled $41,918.45. 


A total of 2,061 vials of various biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians in 1980. 


A Dental Survey of children in Grades 1-6 in 12 elementary schools was 
made possible by a grant from the Natick Kiwanis Club. Of a total of 2,263 
children screened, 505 dental defects were found and notices sent to parents. 


In October, 1980, at the recommendation of the Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Public Health and for the purpose of improving the dental health of the 
residents of Natick, the Board of Health ordered the upward adjustment of the 
fluoride content of Natick's drinking water from 0.1 parts per million to 1.0 
parts per million. 100 per cent funding is available to the Town for two years 
through a state-administered federal grant program. 


The annual Rabies Clinic was held in April and September; a total of 632 


dogs were vaccinated, and $1,264.00 in fees was returned to the Town Trea- 
surer's office. 
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A total of 1,959 inspections, complaint investigations, progress inspec- 
tions, and calls in the field were made by Board of Health staff relative to 
environmental sanitation and public health matters. Milk, water, and swab 
testing totalled 212 individual tests. 


A total of 11 show cause Hearings and Court Cases were necessary in 1980. 


The Board of Health received a total of 160 calls in 1980 for the removal 
of hornet nests, poison ivy spraying, ticks, wasps, and mosquito-spraying on 
private property. The well-publicized destruction of our truck-mounted roto- 
mist sprayer at the start of the spraying season, in conjunction with an 
unusually dry summer, resulted in fewer mosquito calls than normal. 


During the latter part of 1980 the Board of Health undertook a Hazardous 
Waste Survey of the Town. The survey, which is of an ongoing nature, will 
catalogue and locate all wastes generated in the Town. As of the end of the 
year, 70 businesses had been interviewed and inspected. 14 health code vio- 
lations were discovered and action taken to correct them. No hazardous waste 
dumping sites have been discovered. 


The Board of Health is still very concerned about diseases carried by 
mosquitoes and ticks which can be transmitted to humans and animals. Some of 
these diseases are: encephalitis (sleeping sickness), heartworm disease, 
tularemia, and spotted fever.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


A settling effect took place in 80, after major cutbacks in spending from 
the previous year, which has allowed the department to be more stable in ser- 
vice models and consistancy. 


Continued movement toward more individual involvement in planning and 
operational facets of the department by residents has led to a stronger base 
for operation. Substantial investment by people in self initiated activity and 
leisure planning have helped the Department assume the role of enabler/coordi- 
nator in a more positive and expeditious fashion than planned. 


People power, via people participation, have made the activities in the 
recreation division, and the facilities in the park division, better operated 
and more worthwhile to the residents. Parent groups, volunteers, program aides 
and contributions by aligned agencies and organizations have added to the suc- 
cess and value of services provided. 


Some of the year's major accomplishments included: 
1. Adaptation of the handicapped van for wheelchair and ambulatory use 


through generous donations from the Parent's Association for the 
Handicapped and Natick Kiwanis Club. 
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2. Construction of handicapped garden by Youth and Human Resource Com- 
mittee/Farm Task Force efforts. 


3. Development and implementation of leisure education/awareness work- 
shops for staff and consumer groups. 


4. Planned major improvement to public parks through benevolent gift of 
former resident. 


5. Liaison with business community in sponsorship of programs and proposed 
joint development of shared facilities. 


6. Strengthening of program models now utilized in resourcing role. 


7. Regional communication and consideration of specialized program pool- 
ing. 


8. Response to challenge of Prop. 24 with greater emphasis on volunteer 
use, private group sponsorship, consolidation of functions and general 
reduction of costs and services. 


9. Continued expansionof fees and charges for activities and services 
provided to public. 


10. Parent participation in playground development continued with Lilja 
parents planning their next stage of improvement. 


1981 is looked to cautiously as one of challenge and serious deliberation. 
The present existance and future of leisure services, the protection of our 
multi-million dollar facility investment and the continued re-orientation of 
department direction from ''provider'' to ''resourcer'' are in question. The 
people of Natick have never been more important in their role as consumers. 
Feed back, suggestions and ideas are needed to guide the future of the depart- 
ment and its services. Most of all the continued moral and participatory sup- 
port of thousands of residents will be required in these difficult times. 


Many thanks are in order to so many who have assisted us in the past year. 
The Natick Center Associates, Natick Business Community at large, Natick Ser- 
vice and Fraternal Organizations, teen volunteer corp, aligned youth and adult 
groups, fellow government agencies, participating residents of the town and 
dedicated staff of the department are all a special part of the magic which is 
leisure in Natick.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


For some time the Personnel Board has been concerned that the employees 
covered by negotiated agreements received pay increases at a much faster rate 
than employees covered by the Personnel Board Pay Plan and By-laws. In the 
past the Board had offered their services to the Board of Selectmen to nego- 
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tiate union contracts so existing inequities between union and non-union 
employees could be corrected. Last year two members of the Personnel Board 
were placed on the Negotiating Committee. 


An employee group worked with the Board to compare the increases and bene- 
fits received by negotiated agreement with those covered by the Personnel Board 
Pay Plan for the past five years. The Personnel Board, after analyzing the 
data concerning pay raises for the past five years voted to recommend adjusting 
salaries of Personnel Board Pay Plan over a two year period to bring salaries 
in line with employees who benefited from negotiated contracts. The Board 
voted to adopt a 10 year step Pay Plan rather than the existing 15 year Pay, 
Plan, also to grant an across the Board increase rather than only an increase 
on the first step. The Board voted to grant employees with 20 years consecu- 
tive service five weeks vacation with pay as in negotiated contracts. 


Meetings were held with the Board of Public Works and the Board of Health 
to discuss job specifications for the Director of Public Works and the Direc- 
tor of Health Department. 


The Board met with and presented the 1980-81 Personnel Board Pay Plan to 
the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee. 


The Personnel Board Pay Plan of 1980-81 does not equalize non-union 
employees with those in the bargaining units. The Chairman of the Personnel 
Board presented 1980 Annual Town Meeting with the first step of a two year 
equity payment to bring non-union salaries up to negotiated contracts.

In addition, forty-six (46) cases were determined by the Law Department to 


be either moot or passed by the statute of Limitations; six (6) other Building 
Department cases were disposed of to the satisfaction of the Building Depart- 
ment without court action. 


However, there are one-hundred (100) cases/claims against the Town or as 


the Town may have against others. The total amount sought by Plaintiffs 
against the Town in various civil actions is $1,464,935.24. A more realistic 
assessment without disclosing strategy is approximately $664,000.00 excluding 
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Workmen's Compensation claims, the labor related claims of Officers Mahaney and 
MacLean and tax abatement claims. 


There are one hundred and fourteen (114) Workmen's Compensation claims 
and/or reports of injury compiled to date since the Town adopted its self- 
insurance program. The experience reports from Buckler, Irvin and Graf, Inc. 
shows the following. For the period July 1, 1977 through June 30, 1978 the 
Town expended $40,123.76 in total claims including medicals. The second 
period, July 1, 1978 through June 30, 1980, shows expenditures for claims 
including medicals of $101,657.15. For the six month period ending December 1, 
1980, the expenditures for claims including medicals was $2,682.37. All the 
above figures for each period are subject to increase as claims are tried and/ 
or settled with the funding for the claims coming from standing, open reserves 
for each period. 


There are over one-hundred (100) Administrative Files at this time. These 
files include a variety of activities the Town has been engaged in somehow 
involving the Law Department. The files represent a great bulk of the time 
required to be spent by the Law Department. Ten (10) examples of types of 
matters contained in these files are the WGTR Antennae problem; Town Meeting 
Files; the Hilton Inn and Mall; Blue Cross/Blue Shield Coverage; MBTA matters; 
Fluoridation; Beetleback Construction; Proposition 24; Kendall Crossing/ 

Natick Village and the Community Antenna Cable License. With respect to the 
CATV license, the process commenced under State Regulation in November, 1979. 

In September, 1980, the Selectmen issued its Final Report and Specifications for 
Proposals with the Advice of the Cable Advisory Committee. Nine companies 
responded to the Final Report. Hearings were held by the Selectmen on October 
27, 30, November 5, 6, 12, and 15, 1980. Each Applicant was given a full 
opportunity to be heard. On November 15, 1980 based on information received at 
the Public Hearings, presentations by the Applicants, review of the Final 
Report and Specifications, assistance by the Natick Cable Advisory Committee 
and after consideration of the relevant and credible material submitted to the 
Board, Natick Cablevision Corporation was selected. On November 25, 1980, the 
Selectmen issued their fourteen (14) page Decision. No appeal of the Select- 
men's Decision was taken by any party therefore, Natick should be under cable 
construction in the near future. 


Other activities of the Law Department included preparation and attendance 
at numerous Town Meeting sessions and the issuance of thirty-one (31) formal, 
written opinions. With the passage of Proposition 23, it does not appear that 
there will be any decrease of activity at least in the areas of Town Meeting 
Sessions and written opinions. 


In last year's Annual Town Report, the Law Department stated that one of 
the problems of municipalities was the placing of responsibilities and thus 
inherent liabilities without correlative methods of producing more revenue. 
Proposition 24 appears to have addressed part of this problem in that some 
responsibilities cannot be placed on municipalities without appropriate 
funding. However, it remains to be seen whether and to what degree munici- 
palities will be allowed to generate revenue from sources other than its 
tax levy.

In 1980 there were 14,000 complaints that required investigation. Of 
these complaints, 3,121 were false burglar alarms. | have recommended to the 
Board of Selectmen that subscribers be assessed a fee after three false alarms. 
These false alarms consume a considerable amount of time of the patrol officer, 
not to mention the excess gas consumption, etc. 


After one full year of operation of the Natick Towne Mall, the Hilton Inn, 
and the location of many new residents in the Kendall Crossing complex, the 
crimes of auto theft and larceny have increased as expected. These areas com- 
prise 90% of all stolen cars. There were 38 less burglaries and breaking and 
enterings than in 1979, a considerable decrease. There were two fatal pedes- 
trian accidents in 1980. An elderly man was struck and killed in front of St. 
Patrick's church, and a middle aged man was killed in Walcott Square. There 
were no fatal accidents involving motor vehicles in 1980. 


| would like to take this opportunity to thank the Auxiliary Police for 
their usual splendid job in patroling the schools and assisting at Natick 
town functions. Their dedication in the past four years has kept vandalism 
down to a minimum.

PARKING METER MAINTENANCE OFFICER 


During the year all 8 hour parking meters were converted to 5 hour meters.

emergency operations. Repaired emergency generator at the EOC with assistance 
of DPW. The C.D. and Fire Department now have emergency power. 


The Director attended all C.D. and special meetings in Area 1, MCDA 
during the year. 


The local C.D. having acquired four radio operators, now participates in 
the MCDA, AR.1 monthly radio drills since August. Natick participated in al] 
"'Checkerboard'' test (Warning) from MCDA and State Police, also acknowledging 
the test and submitting a test card to MCDA. 


Almost all public shelters have been inspected. Survival biscuits have 
been removed from Wilson Jr. High School, Town Hall, Morse Institute Library 
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and the Telephone Co. Building, due to their age, 17 to 18 years old. 


Visits have been made to Property Disposal Offices at Ft. Devens, Bedford 
AF Base and Surplus Property Depot at Taunton, looking for equipment to be 
used by C.D. So far nothing has been purchased. 


The C.D. EOC was manned once during the year on an emergency alert due to 
an impending severe electrical storm in July. 


Thanks to Robert Morris, Deputy Director for preparing and submitting 
quarterly reports to MCDA for reimbursement of funds for certain expenditures 
mor C.D.

NATICK HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The year 1980 has been one of extensive modernization and repair to all 
segments of Authority housing. Over 52 units of family housing have been pro- 
vided with new prime storm windows, new kitchen sinks, and needed plumbing and 
electrical repairs. This work was made possible by a Community Development 
Block Grant from the Department of Housing and Urban Development. New bal- 
conies are being installed at a portion of Cedar Gardens. Our Chapter 705 
properties (purchase of housing) are being structurally upgraded. 


The famine of new construction monies has come to an end. In November, 
the Authority as a result of state-wide competitive Application Proposals was 
awarded $2,280,000 for the construction of 40 elderly and 8 family apartments. 
This will be the fifth segment of elderly apartments and will be referred to 


as 667-5. 


The 707 program (state-subsidized leased housing) and the Section 8 
(federally-subsidized leased housing) have been expanded and are helping needy 
families cope with current sky-rocketing rents. 


All in all, it has been a significant year of progress, for which the 
Authority wishes to extend its thanks to all town Boards, whose active coopera- 
tion was vital to our grants and awards. 


At the annual town election held in March, Thomas L. Huddy was returned 
to a formerly held position on the Board, being elected to serve the unexpired 
term of Linda Saulnier. 


At the Annual Meeting held in April, election of officers was duly held 
with the following results:

CHARTER COMMISSION 


The first positive effects of the new charter should become a reality in 
1981. On March 30, 1981, the voters will elect a new three member Board of 
Selectmen and a new one hundred eighty member town meeting. By the Spring of 
1981, the Selectmen should have hired the first Town Administrator. The per- 
son will be responsible for budget implementation and control, personnel 
coordination, labor negotiations, purchasing, and the genéral coordination of 
the daily affairs of the Town. 


It was on March 17, 1980, that the voters of Natick adopted the proposed 
new charter. On April 15, 1980, a petition signed by ten Natick taxpayers 
challenging the Charter was submitted to Middlesex Superior Court. A tempo- 
rary restraining order was placed on the further implementation of the Charter, 
pending a hearing on the merits of the plaintiff's complaint. In accordance 
with state statue, the Charter Commission dissolved at midnight April 16, 1980. 
$1,701.65 was returned to the Town's general fund from the $11,000.00 origi- 
nally appropriated. The restraining order expired in May of 1980 and the 
Charter implementation was allowed to proceed. Charter Commissioners appeared 
as witnesses on June 30th and July Ist, 1980 in the trial of Paul W. Walker 
et al vs. Town of Natick. 


On October 27, 1980, Superior Court Justice Joseph S. Mitchell, Jr. 
ordered and adjudged, ''that the Charter adopted by the Town of Natick on March 
17, 1980, is a valid and binding charter except that any provisions of the 
Charter transferring any management functions from the trustees of the Leonard 
Morse Hospital or the Leonard Morse Institute or subjecting their trustees to 
recall are null and void."! 


The Commissioners are optimistic that the implementation of the new 
charter will improve the management capacity of Natick's government and will 


increase access to government by its citizens.

The greatest challenge to an acute care community general hospital, 
especially in view of today's inflationary spiral and restrictive regulations, 
is to operate in a businesslike fashion without functioning as a ''business''. 


During fiscal 1980, which ended last September 30, Leonard Morse 
Hospital admitted 7,927 patients, provided 81,319 days of patient care, 
treated 94,013 outpatients, delivered 664 babies and accomplished all of this 
while realizing a modest excess of revenue over expenditures. 


To have achieved this delicate balance, the Board of Trustees of 
Leonard Morse relied almost exclusively upon the day-to-day expertise of our 
Administrative and Medical Staffs, working in harmony. 


The publication and increased distribution of the hospital's own 
Annual Report this Spring will chronicle in more detailed fashion how this 
was accomplished. Essentially, it was a blend of planning, leadership, 
"learning to listen'' by determining and prioritizing patient care needs, 
community involvement and cost-consciousness. 
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The net result is another added dimension of sophistication in the 
treatment of the ill and injured, in a hospital once known primarily for its 
"homey'' atmosphere but now achieving regional recognition for its medical 
expertness. 


Last year, Leonard Morse continued to attract young, board-certified 
doctors to its Medical Staff. Carl N. Wathne, former executive director at 
Lahey Clinic, was selected to administer Natick's hospital as chief executive 
officer. It persuaded Miss Elizabeth E. Sheehan, R.N., Director of Nursing 
at Shriners' Burn Institute in Boston, to assume that position here. 


The individual and collective accomplishments at Leonard Morse were 
many and varied. Application was made for the installation and operation of 
a CAT head scanner; Phase II expansion of our Emergency Outpatient Department, 
including a 15-bed multi-purpose area, was completed and placed in use; and 
the Health Systems Agency was convinced not to challenge further the appro- 
priateness of our Maternity Unit. 


The membership of the Trustee Council was enlarged to represent more of 
our service communities; a liaison was established with Parmenter Health 
Center in Wayland to inititate the hospice concept to care for the terminally 
ill in their homes; fund-raising efforts were accelerated, with excellent 
results, and the hospital was relicensed for another two years by the State 
Department of. Public Health. 


Our Education Department stepped up its community outreach programs 
which now include EMT, CPR and choke-saver instruction, plus classes in 
diabetes management, stress and relaxation, care of post-heart attack victims, 
weight control, etc. 


Internally, Rosalie A. Simeone was elected President of the Board of 
Trustees, Dr. Richard B. Wolk was named Medical Staff president; Richard A. 
Glaser was reelected Chairman of the Trustee Council; Mary E. Wilson again was 
chosen President of the Hospital Aid Association, an employee dental plan was 
inaugurated; a wage and salary study was completed, resulting in greatly 
improved parity for hospital workers, and our registered nurses selected the 
Massachusetts Nurses' Association as their collective bargaining agent. 


To all officials and agencies of the Town of Natick who continue to 
cooperate so willingly in helping to fulfill the needs of our fine community 
hospital, our deepest gratitude.

MORSE INSTITUTE TRUSTEES 


Thanks to the efforts of the staff and the support of the community of 
Natick the Library was able to expand some library services this year while 
maintaining past levels in other areas. 


Through the efforts of the Evening Division of the Woman's Club a piano 
was found and presented to the Library. Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Goodspeed gener- 
ously gave the piano which is now used for Sunday afternoon concerts and by 
various community organizations. 


The Morse Institute was awarded a LSCA project grant for expanding 
library services to Natick Senior Citizens. The money from the grant, 
$8,202.00, is being spent on large print books, audio-visual equipment, and a 
duplicator to produce public relations announcements and brochures. 


The Town of Natick will receive increased revenues next year from the 
program entitled State Aid to Public Libraries. Library Aid was increased 
from 40¢ per capita to 55¢ per capita. 


Several staff changes have occurred over the past year. Mary Ryan, 
Children's Librarian, resigned in May to start a family. Miss Linda Champion, 
a Natick resident and nursery school teacher, replaced Mrs. Ryan. Cyrisse 
Jaffee, Young Adult Librarian, resigned in September to begin a career in 
publishing. Brenda Castino, who has had nine years of experience as a school 
librarian, was appointed to the position in October. 
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Sadly, Mr. William Bigelow, Treasurer of the Trustees, passes away 
suddenly last January. He had served 16 years on the Board. His dedication 
to the Morse Institute is sorely missed. Miss Elizabeth H. Partridge, former 
Head Librarian, was appointed to fill General Bigelow's unexpired term. 


Several staff members attended the American Library Association's annual 
convention in New York City. Meetings at the Convention provided an oppor- 
tunity for the librarians to keep abreast of national library policies and 
trends as well as the opportunity to sharpen skills. 


The reference materials in the Library continue to be heavily used by 
both business people and high school and college students. Magazine and 
_microfilm resources supplemented the reference book collection. 


The Children's Department continued its tradition of excellent service. 
Story hours, films, special programs, and the book collection all helped to 
provide the education and stimulation needed by children. 


The Trustees thank every member of the staff for providing excellent 
service this past year. The heavy use of the Library by the community is a 
heartening indication of support.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


The beginning of a new year is a time of resolve and firm beginnings. 
Many people use the start of a year as a time to begin new habits and change 
old ones to help themselves to a better life. Reflecting this resolve busi- 
ness at the Library increases in January and continues at a high level of 
activity until mid-Spring when some of that resolve trickles away. Once again 
in the Fall heavy demands are made on the reference and circulating depart- 
ments as courses begin and new hobbies are initiated. 


This past year the Morse Institute sponsored a variety of programs 
including 3 different film series on Wednesday and Friday evenings. Great 
classics in the Spring, musicals in the Summer, and comedies in the Fall were 
the feature attractions. 


Besides films, the Library held programs on collecting rare books, solar 
energy, handwriting analysis, and evaluating young adult literature. Musical 
Programs on Sunday afternoons included a recital by Andrew Mann, pianist, in 
October and a performance by the Walnut Hill School Chorus and music ensemble 
in December. In June the Wilson Junior High School Chorus entertained. A 
Holiday Concert was given by the Goldenaires led by Mary DeFiore. 


The adult circulation totals for 1980 reached a new high of 134,845. 
Along with the number of materials circulated in the Children's Department, 
the grand total was 255,800, a respectable increase over 1979. The popularity 
of such books as Princess Daisy, by Judith Krantz, No Love Lost, by Helen 
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Van Slyke, Shelley, by Shelley Winters, and Back Bay, by William Martin added 
substantially to that figure. 


The Children's Department continued its popular schedule of weekly story 
hours and story crafts. The Summer reading program entitled ''The Monster 
Reading Club'' attracted over 300 members. Weekly reading club meetings, weekly 
movies, and special events such as ''Create-a-monster,'' creepy crafts, and 
monster make-up sessions enlivened the summer for many children. 


Public school classes, nursery school groups, and other youth organiza- 
tions such as the Scouts visited the Library for tours, stories, and films. 
Special film programs over school vacations were also held. 


The School and Neighborhood Bookmobiles circulated 83,771 library mate- 
rials while bringing the Library to you. The School Bookmobile began a new 
service this year when it paid summertime visits to the playgrounds and Camp 
Arrowhead. The Neighborhood Bookmobile extended its service to the elderly 
by delivering books to shut-ins. . 


The Reference Librarian, Carol Coverly, gave monthly book talks at local 
nursing homes. These talks have been enthusiastically received and helped 
to carry out services to those not able to come to us. 


While continuing to catalog and process books, the Technical services 
staff completed a fiction inventory. Besides telling us that there are 
13,750 adult fiction titles, this inventory helps update the catalog. 


Improvements to the building and grounds included a new oi] pump for the 
burner, roof repairs, a resurfacing of the parking lot, new door closures for 
the front entrance, and electrical repairs. Throughout the year, the Custo- 
dians were successful in maintaining the safety and appearance of the building. 


The Staff and Trustees are grateful to the many individuals who gave 
generously of their time to help make our 2nd and 3rd book sales of used books 
so successful. The staff and visitors to the Morse Institute also continue to 
appreciate the plants given by the Garden Club, the library card pockets from 
the Natick Trust, and the bookmarks from the Natick Federal Savings and Loan 
Association. 


The Librarian and Staff especially appreciate the support given them this 
year by the members of the Board of Trustees. The commitment of the Trustees 
to the cause of excellence in library services makes it possible for the staff 
to ably serve library patrons.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


Service is the key word to the success of any public library. By main- 
taining a current collection of books and magazines, and by keeping it in 
constant circulation, we have acquired a very faithful number of readers. 
Another form of service that appeals to the youngest readers is a story hour. 
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We have one for three and four year olds, and another for ages five and six. 
Each year the number who attend increases, and in a few years most of those 
children should become school-related users as well as recreational users. 


Reference materials for all ages provide an essential service of enabling 
the borrower to answer a question, write a simple report or a term paper, or 
to supplement a textbook. As a small library, we are still equipped to answer 
this need. If we do not have the book of the information we can use the inter- 
library loan system, another service. 


Atmosphere is another feature of a library that can determine how active 
it can be. To save fuel in the cold weather, we have kept our thermostat at 
60 degrees. Such conditions do not encourage a lengthy visit, but the public 
is beginning to expect this reality. Our new lighting and hot water after one 
hundred years have improved our atmosphere. New steps and a new front entrance 
in 1981 should bring added attention to our historical building. In the next 
few years the committee hopes to see added renovations. The Trustees more 
agressive interest policy coupled with curtailed expenses have allowed the 
Library and Museum to increase their services to the Town. 


More and more people have visited the museum in the lower level of the 
building, having recognized that there is a fine historical collection repre- 
senting Natick's past. Because this is Natick's only museum there is hope that 
various funding could extend hours and improve the physical conditions of the 
area. 


Although our Centennial 1980 has officially ended, new and old residents 
became aware of the existence of the Bacon Free Library in that year. A con- 
cert, a book sale, a handsome sign designed and donated by Quinobin Technical & 
Vocational School, and numerous newspaper articles increased public interest. 


Never to be forgotten as members of our loyal followers are the Fifteen 
Gardeners who volunteer time, energy, and resources, who assist in our 
responsibility for maintaining the grounds, as one of the most picturesque 
places in the Town of Natick.

RECREATION AND PARK DEPARTMENT 
FUTURE SITE LOCATION PLANNING COMMITTEE 


Upon the relocation of the town offices to Center School, and the 
Recreation and Park Department to 17 West Central Street in the spring of 1979, 
Town Meeting directed the Board of Selectmen to prepare for the sale of 17 West 
Central Street property by 1981. 


Meanwhile, the need to relocate the Youth and Human Resources Committee 


from 10 Wilson Street to a new location arose. After careful deliberation, 
this agency was moved into the 17 West Central Street offices with the 
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Recreation and Park Department. 


Over the past two years, the office space was not only utilized by these 
two agencies, but by over 40 local/nonprofit community groups and organizations 
for some 479 meetings, workshops, registrations, clinics, training programs at 
no cost to the agencies. 


The Board of Selectmen, in an attempt to relocate both departments to a 
permanent location, while producing revenue for the Town, in terms of potential 
sale of the 17 West Central Street property, formed a committee to study this 
Situation. Members of this Committee include representatives from the Board 
of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, the Council on Aging, the Recreation and 
Park Commission, the Youth and Human Resources Committee and the Natick Housing 
Authority. 


The Committee, has been meeting regularly and for the past four months has 
been studying three major plans while realizing the limitations of these eco- 
nomic times. 


1. The use of existing office space at Town Hal] 

2. The utilization of Murphy School (one floor building) 

3. Partial use of Coolidge Junior High School, with the sale or least of 
the remaining portion of the building for the development of housing 
or professional office space. 


Important factors that the Committee is considering with each one these plans 
are: 


The type of facilities that are available at each site 

Town and community uses that are possible at the selected site 
Zoning of the selected property 

Location in relationship to the center of the Town 

Sale of existing property and 

Renovation, maintenance and capital improvement costs.

During 1980 103 permits were issued for wood and coal burning stoves. 


Construction of 379 apartments and 3 laundry buildings in Phase II at 
Natick Village was completed in 1980. Construction of buildings in Phase II 
at Natick Village was started in 1980 and it is expected that this Phase wil] 
be completed in 1981. 


Construction also was started in 1980 on the first of five buildings to 
be erected at the Natick Executive Park on Route 9, formerly known as the 
Sellew property. 


The Hilton Hotel and the Natick Towne Mall stores were occupied in 1980. 


For the fiscal year 1980 the Building Department was 81% self-supporting 
when you consider the amount of fees taken in vs. the amount of our budget.

PLANNING BOARD 


1980 has been one of the busiest years in the history of the Planning 
Board. The Board authorized five important new developments, has performed 
preliminary planning on four other projects, and continued to oversee eleven 
subdivisions begun in previous years. When completed, these developments wil] 
add substantially to the Town's tax base and help create a more attractive 
community. 


NEW PROJECTS AUTHORIZED 


Prime Park 


In 1979, the Town Meeting unanimously approved an HM-I zone on the site of 
the former Carling Brewery at the intersection of Route 9 and Speen Street. 
In January of 1980, the Planning Board issued a Special Permit for the con- 
struction of an Office Park on this large tract which will be used in its 
entirety as the International Headquarters of Prime Computer, Inc. The two 
buildings in the rear were completed (along with unusually attractive land- 
scaping) in the fall of 1980. The tower building (facing on Route 9) will be 
completed in 1982. 


Office Park at Fairway Sports World 


In 1979, the Town Meeting approved an HM-II zone on the site of the Sellew 
Fairway Sports World on the North side of Route 9 East of Route 27. In the 
fall of 1980, the Planning Board issued a Special Permit for the first phase of 
a large Office Park at this site. Almost immediately afterwards construction 
started and an office building is scheduled to be completed by September 1, 
1981. Three additional buildings are scheduled for subsequent years. 
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Cluster Development on Ketchum Estate, Glen Street, South Natick 


In the Fall of 1980, the Planning Board authorized its first Special 
Permit for the first phase of cluster development in a 40,000 sq. foot Residen- 
tial Zone. The proposal calls for the construction of 16 units of single 
family detached houses and 9 units of Townhouses, plus three units which will 
be created within the existing manor house or a total of 28 units on 31 acres 
of land. The project provides for 50 percent common open space and careful 
buffering of the Charles River as well as all abutting property owners. In 
addition, an existing pond will be revitalized to become a community facility 
for all residents of the project. 


Town House Cluster for the Country Club land off Speen Street 


In the summer, the Planning Board issued a Special Permit for 74 units of 
Town Houses to be located on 47 acres of land formerly used as the front nine 
of Natick's Golf Club. The approved project provides for building on approxi- 
mately 10 acres with the remaining 37 acres dedicated in perpetuity to open 
space. This open land is scheduled to be redeveloped into an ''executive'' par 
three golf course which will be owned as part of the condominium's 74 Town 
Houses. Construction has started on this project with completion of many of 
the units scheduled for the summer of 1981. 


Subdivision off Eliot Street between Badger Avenue and Memorial School 


In the summer, the Planning Board approved Subdivision Not Required plans 
for 3 homes on 40,000 square foot lots as the first phase of this approximately 
35 home development. Although the intended lots technically have their front- 
age on Eliot Street and Badger Avenue, they will actually face interior roads 
to be subsequently built under a subdivision plan which was under discussion 
by the Planning Board. The final project will be buffered from neighboring 
homes and will maintain, as much as possible, the rural character of Eliot 
Street. 


PRELIMINARY PLANNING 


Stimpson - Loehmann Property 


The greatest disappointment of the year for the Planning Board was the 
rejection by Town Meeting of HPU District for the Stimpson-Loehmann property 
on the South side of Route 9. The proposal called for a major office park and 
a small retail development on a 35 acre site, 13 acres of which was to be 
reserved in perpetuity as a buffer area to protect abutting residential pro- 
perties. In addition, Walnut Street was to be made one way (for the first few 
hundred feet South of Route 9) to preclude any of the traffic to be generated 
for the project from filtering into residential areas. The Planning Board was 
convinced that this proposed zoning was better for the Town and far better for 
the neighborhood than was the existing mixture of Commercial II and 20,000 sq. 
ft. Residential Zoning. The proposal was referred back to the Planning Board 
for further consideration. 


Lookout Ridge Cluster Development off Pleasant Street in South Natick 
en ee ee eS ECL il! Lk eet iter. Ae ots a eee 


By the end of 1980, of the preliminary planning and formal hearings were 
completed for a 21 unit cluster development on 24 acres of land immediately 
North of Lookout Farm. The proposal calls for clustering all the units at the 
top of the hill at a substantial distance from Pleasant Street. The farmland 
between the homes and Pleasant Street would be protected by a permanent con- 
servation easement. 
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Hopewell Farms Cluster Development off Everett Street 


The Planning Board has had preliminary discussions with the applicant for 
this Cluster Development on 93 acres of land on both sides of Everett Street 
and extending South to Eliot Street. The Board hopes that the proposal can 
maintain as open space most of the roadside along Eliot Street and Everett 
Street, as well at 50% of the entire acreage. 


Ford Plant Reconstruction 


At the end of the year, the Planning Board proposed to Town Meeting that 
the site of the Ford plant (at the intersection of Speen Street and Route 9) be 
rezoned to HM-I!| so that the existing building on that site could be converted 
to a first class office building. Subsequently, (in January of 1981) Town 
Meeting authorized the rezoning and the owners of the parcel met with the 
Planning Board to discuss this proposal, including parking, landscaping and 
building plans. 


OVERSIGHT OF OTHER PROJECTS 


Planned Cluster Development 


The Natick Village development has now completed 576 units. An additional 
240 units are scheduled for completion in 1981. In addition, in 1981 Kendal] 
Lane will be relocated 140 feet in an Easterly direction where it intersects 
with East Central Street. This relocation should reduce the traffic congestion 
and danger in this area of East Central Street. 


Captain Tom's Hill 


At year end 1980, this 49 unit development has been stalled because of 
discussions regarding off-site handling of drainage from the project. However, 
all Town Boards are cooperating with the owners of the land to reach an accept- 
able solution. 


Other Subdivisions 


During 1980, the Planning Board had ten other subdivisions under construc- 


tion. Four of these, Rockland Terrace, Riverbend Acres II1, Southview, and 
Eliot Acres | were completed and the bonds released in 1980. Six others, Eliot 
Acres I1!, Eliot Acres III, Eliot Acres IV, Orchard Estates, and the Priest 
Subdivision, and Oakwood are still under construction. 


PERSONNEL CHANGES 


In March of 1980, Elizabeth Fancy was elected to take the Planning Board 
member position previously held by Mr. Richard Winchester. 


At the end of the year, James Freeman, the Planning Director, announced 
his resignation effective January 31, 1981 to take a position with a firm 
specializing in the development of office parks. Mr. Freeman has worked very 
successfully in Natick for seven years. He has had an unusual ability to 
devise solutions to planning problems which were acceptable to all interested 
parties. The Planning Board and the entire Town are in his debt. Future 
generations of Natick citizens will enjoy the attractive environment of new 
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development that he helped create.

BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board in 1980, held (63) hearings and all decisions relative to said 
cases, have been filed in the Office of the Town Clerk of Natick. 


A complaint against the Board's decision concerning the petition of 
McCormick and Dodge Corporation, was filed in Superior Court and is known as 
Case #80-5382 and is still pending. 


A stipulation of agreement for judgment in the Superior Court Case of 
John Diruscio v. Kevin F. Kelly et al, #79-4318, was entered by both parties in 
Superior Court and said agreement was also, approved by this Board. 

The Complaint filed against the Board's decision on the petition of 
Nicholas H. Thisse, Natick Nursing Home, (Case #76-3732), was heard in Superior 
Court and the Court ruled, that the decision of the Board did not exceed its 
authority and was in full compliance with the zoning by-laws of the Town of 
Natick and that no modification was required. 


The prime function of the Board of Appeals is to hear and decide petitions 
for special permits or variances, filed by a person, aggrieved by their inabil- 
ity to obtain a building or use permit, in accordance with the zoning by-laws. 
Special permits and variances are separate and distinct categories and each one 
must be considered in a manner that satisfies the legal requirements of State 
and Local Statutes. Specific findings as determined by State Law, are essential 
in the zoning decision making process, for each category. The Zoning Board 
Office is most willing to assist an applicant in the filing and processing of 
a petition for hearing. 


Members of the Zoning Board of Appeals are selected for appointment 
generally by their professional ability in the legal, engineering, architec- 
tural and business fields, as such expertise is essential in properly deciding 
a zoning case. The present Board is comprised of (5) Regular Members and (3) 
Associate Members, containing, (3) attorneys, (2) engineers, (1) architect, 
(2) businessman and (1) school-teacher. Robert T. Gammons, who has served the 
Board for 18 years, is a Mechanical Engineer and also, an Attorney. The pro- 
fessional talent in the membership of this Board, allows the ZBA to function 
without the need of paid consultants. 


Marvin R. Gould, who served as an Associate Member of the ZBA and com- 
pleted a (5) year term as a Regular Member, did not seek reappointment and the 
Board would like to express their appreciation to Mr. Gould, for his years of 
service. 


The Board welcomed Myron J. Douglas on his appointment as a Regular Mem- 
ber. Mr. Jouglas has served in the capacity of an Associate Member since 1975. 


Also welcomed by the Board was the reappointment of Associate Member, 
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Leonard |. Shapiro and the appointment of Richard P. Winchester, as an Asso- 
ciate Member to fill the unexpired term of Myron J. Douglas.

TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


The Town Forest Committee has assembled and is in the process of finaliz- 
ing a Forest Management Plan, in keeping with the goals and objectives of the 
Town Forest Act. 


Application has been made to participate in a technical and financial 
assistance program entitled, ''Patriot Resource Conservation and Development 
(RC&D) Area'', available through the Middlesex Conservation District, giving 
local emphasis to access and trail construction and the development of con- 
servation education areas within the Hunnewell] Town Forest and possibly in the 
Old Town Farm Forest. Approval of our project should be known shortly. 


We have also taken advantage of a Fuelwood Utilization program through the 
Middlesex County ASCS office to mark, tally and sell by approved bidding and 
contract sale, available fuelwood based on a management plan as a thinning 
operation. 


A timber sale on an area of over mature white Pine and Hemlock will be 
conducted early in 1981. 


A portion of the proceeds of these sales will be applied to the manage- 
ment and development of our holdings. 


Proper forest management is an educational and monetary advantage for 
Town land holding agencies.

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT AND PEST 
CONTROL 


The Gypsy Moth infestation of 1980 reached the proportion that | had 
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predicted. By field check, it now appears that total infestation occurred on 
about 3,600 acres in Natick. 


The lack of a unified Town control, which resulted by the failure of Town 
Meeting to appropriate treatment funding in 1980, will give rise to a consid- 
erable increased affected area in 1981. | am predicting that maximum defolia- 
tion will occur on close to 6,000 acres in 1981. The degree of defoliation 
could be slightly reduced by parasitism of egg masses by natural predators and 
a slight decrease caused by a prolonged period of extremely cold weather. 


A control article submitted to a Special Town Meeting in October, 1980, was 
amended over my original intent to the use of a BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL BY GROUND 
APPLICATION. 


This method and material will reduce the area of treatment by about 75%- 
80% of the affected area. This is due to the material and will require two 
applications and the ground application costs as opposed to aerial application. 


It is my understanding that the E.P.A. will make a decision on or about 
January 1, 1981, refutting the claims made about Carbaryl (Sevin), and wil] 
determine that if properly used, it does not lead to the carcinogenic, mutteno- 
genic or other long term effects that had been purported by some concerned, 
and | guess well-intentioned environmental groups. 


In late September, 1980, | sponsored and conducted an open public meeting 
in an attempt to bring together as many diverse groups, factions and opinions, 
and to serve to the best of my knowledge, the first of such meetings to be a 
clearing house or sounding board to hopefully lead to a unified control pro- 
gram. Maybe | was overly optimistic in hoping for a hasty solution, but | am 
consoled at least knowing that a lot of diverse thinking, conjecture and one- 
sided, non-objective, biased arguments against the use of, chemicals has become 
subject to review, to be countered with cost-benefits, heard from the ''bad 
guys'' to the ''good guys''. 

The ''bad guys'' like myself and my counterparts in the neighboring com- 
munities will continue to be certified and educated in our responsibility, and 
will always strive to be objective and concerned for the welfare and conve- 
nience of our communities.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging meets regularly on the second Wednesday, monthly, at 
7:30 P.M. at the Natick Senior Center, 10 Wilson Street. 


The meetings are open to.the public and when the need arises, special 
interim meetings are held. 


Our Senior Center building has had several major improvements. We 
acquired the space formerly occupied by Youth and Human Resources, thus we have 
greater room for activities and private office space for the Director, Secre- 
tary and two part time Outreach Workers. 


The well balanced activities, educational, health and social, directed by 
Simon Mosgofian, fulfill many needs of senior citizenry. 


Of extremely valuable worth has been the services of the Outreach Workers, 
Ina Cort and Roy Wyman. They provide answers, direction and assistance in the 
way of services to meet the daily socio-economic needs of our seniors. 


Some of the services at the Center are health programs such as nutritious 
hot meals, blood pressure clinics, hearing tests and psychologist sessions. 


Your Council takes full advantage of State and Federal funding so that 
the Center operates at a maximum of program diversity and efficiency yet at a 
minimum cost to the Town. 


The ''Friends of the Natick Senior Center, Inc.'' have generously funded the 
postage expense, for several years, for mailing about four thousand Newsletters 
monthly as well as assuming the costs of some items essential at the Center for 
program activity. 


We have many seniors who give time and service as volunteers assisting 
with hot meals on site and delivering to the home bound and assembling the 
Newsletters. They give lavishly of their talents for needlework and other 
handiwork for the Spring and Fall Fairs thereby returning sums of money, the 
Fair proceeds, to the Town Treasury. 
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We offer figures on the past year's activities for your enlightenment: 
Transportation: Mini-Bus tickets, 24,526; Taxi-care, 676; Outreach services, 
2257; Information and Referral, 1926; Attendance-Recreation, 15,630; Blood 
Pressure Clinic, 1037; Hot lunches (now averaging 20 per day delivered), 
13,378; Energy-Weatherization assistance, 387; Newsletter assembly, 550; 
Nutrition Education, 50; Greeting cards, 252; Counseling, 141; Escort service,

YOUTH AND HUMAN RESOURCES 
COMMITTEE 


Youth and Human Resources Committee has completed its eighth year of ser- 
vice to the Natick Community. A Committee of the Selectmen, its main operating 
budget and staff salaries come from the Town; an additional 1/3 of our program- 
ming costs come from the State Department of Mental Health, CETA, private 
donations, and the sale of products from our Farm Project. Current programs 
are the Natick Community Farm, the Delinquency Prevention Outreach Program, the 
Job Bank, and the Foster Family Program. 


The Natick Community Farm continues to provide youth with work and learn- 
ing experiences. Serving both those youth who are having adolescent adjustment 
problems and those who aren't, the Farm is a place where all can increase their 
self-esteem, learn skills and good work habits, increase their respect for/and 
involvement in the resources of this community, and earn some money. Youth 
participate in all phases of farm work. Activities this past year included the 
profit sharing garden, maple sugaring, livestock management, reconstruction of 
the interior of the solar greenhouse for year-round use, relocation of the 
Natick Community Gardens to the Farm, and construction of gardens accessible to 
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the physically handicapped. While Operation Homestead was discontinued due to 
CETA funding cutbacks in youth programs, we continued to serve as a worksite 
for NYC and CETA In- and Out-of-School youth. With the aid of SMOC, a solar 
pod was constructed. The Farm remains a site for work-study and alternative 
education students. As a resource for those interested in the environment, 
appropriate technology, agriculture, and small scale homesteading, the Farm 
played hostess to a variety of youth and citizen groups - local, state-wide 
and regional. Over 50 youth worked at the Farm regularly while many more 
visited and participated for short periods of time, sharing in its daily 
maintenance and future direction. They came on their own, through parents and 
friends, referred by school and law enforcement personnel, or through another 
agency. 


Our Delinquency Prevention Outreach Program continues to serve the needs 
of pre-delinquent and delinquent youth and their families, as well as those in 
crisis. Our outreach capacity allows us to serve those alienated from tradi- 
tional agencies. Accessibility to where youth are is our advantage in making 
contact and building trust. Services this past year included personal growth 
groups at the junior highs and an elementary school, weekend activities, one- 
to-one and family work, outreach to the juvenile court and police, streetwork, 
advocacy and case management, and referrals. The Outreach Worker participated 
in the Natick Alcohol Task Force's Parents Group as well as planning for an 
alcohol education court diversion program. An active member of the area wide 
Campership Coalition and Task Force on Adolescent Pregnancy and Parenting, she 
advocates for services to Natick youth. 83 Natick youth and their families 
were involved formally in these services this past year; many others had 
informal contacts. 


Several years ago our Juvenile Justice Outreach Advisory Committee (repre- 
senting schools, police, mental health workers, and other concerned Natick 
residents) determined that there was a need for an alternative housing program 
for Natick youth and families in crisis. This past year saw the implementation 
of our Foster Family Program. In addition to placing Natick youth in temporary 
and long term foster homes, the Outreach Worker works with the natural and 
foster families. This past year 3 families were licensed through the Ashland 
Youth Advisory Council for our program, and 3 youths were placed. We also 
offer an ongoing monthly support group for any Natick foster parent. 15 
parents participated in this group regularly. 


The Job Bank continues to assist those youth 12 years and older looking 
for paid work. As a clearinghouse we refer youth registered with us to per- 
sons who have work to be done. 108 youth filled 125 job orders last year. 


Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee continues to act as advocates 
for Natick youth with various area wide organizations and to facilitate the 
bringing together of community resources for the improvement of the quality of 
life in the Town by the strengthening of our youth and their families.

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EXCESS REAL ESTATE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


The Committee has compiled a list of the properties from the Assessors 
list of all property held by the Town which it considers to be excess real 
estate held by the Town. This list consists of twenty-three (23) lots held 
under the title of ''Tax Possession'' ranging in size from 200 square feet to 
6,863 square feet which would be of little or no use to any person or persons 
except the owners of the real estate which abuts these lots. 


In addition to the aforementioned 23 lots there are 18 lots ranging in 
size from 9,547 sq. ft. to 1.92 acres held under the title of ''Tax Possession! 
which the Committee also considers to be excess real estate as the 18 lots are 
not now being used by the Town for any purpose and no future use seems prob- 
able. 


In addition to the above lots held in ''Tax Possesion'' there are at least 
two pieces of property which the Committee considers excess and should be sold 
to provide income from the sale plus the income from adding the properties to 
tax rolls. 


The Committee is now preparing a warrant article to be considered at the 
Annual Town Meeting this Spring.

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**PROPOSITION 2/2”? STUDY COMMITTEE 


The report of the Committee was submitted September 18, 1980. 


The Committee appointed by you to study the effects of tax proposition 23, 
has held four open and posted meetings with input invited from the public. As 
a result of these meetings, the Committee offers these general comments to the 
Honorable Board. 


lf Proposition 23 is accepted by the voters in the November election, the 
results will have a devastating effect on all municipal services. It will also 
mean that your Honorable Board and the Finance Committee ras find decision- 
making very difficult. 


The motive for Proposition 23 seems to be a response to alleged waste and 
mismanagement at the state level, but passage would likely transfer to the 
state some responsibilities which are presently carried out at the municipal 
level where they are subject to more public scrutiny. 


The Committee has received from each department methods by which their 
department would operate under the necessary reduction of the budget if Prop- 
position 24 is adopted at election time. In nearly all cases, the question was 
answered by a decrease in the number of employees, thus providing much less 
service to the public. The question arises as to how many services the public 
can do without, and whether the Town could function efficiently. 


The reason for the above concern is as follows: as each department sub- 
mitted methods of reducing their budgets by the 15% per year as required by 
law, they did not eliminate as cost those services performed for them by other 
departments, because those services had been cost-free. However, the Committee 
finds that the departments that performed these ''free'' services have eliminated 
them from their own budgets to meet the required reduction. Therefore, it is 
only logical that this expense must also be accounted for; thus many of the 
departments, not realizing this, will have further budget cuts to make in order 
to meet the 15% annual reduction requirement. 


Another matter that bothered the Committee is the fact that some depart- 
ments reported to us that by State statute they must perform certain functions 
and thus could not reduce their budgets for these items. The issue is then of 
whether Proposition 23 eliminates these mandated services. If it does not, 
then the reduction fo the budgets in all other departments will be even greater 
than anticipated amounts reported to us by the departments. 


In summary, the Committee's general feeling is that the Town would not be 
able to function in a manner that the taxpayer expects and wants. The services 
and quality of life that the Town now provides would become non-existent. One 
portion of the law should be made clear to the voting public, and that is the 
override procedures if this law is passed. We do not feel that the voting 
public is aware that the levy limit can only be overriden in two ways: (1) in 
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any fiscal year, the levy, as a percentage of full and fair cash value, may be 
increased from 23% to another specified percentage, or (2) the levy may be 
increased from one year to the next by more than 23%, but either override can 
be enacted only by a 2/3 vote in a local referendum which can only take place 
during a biennial general election in November, or an election called by the 
Legislature for the purpose in an intermediate year. A question that greatly 
concerns the Committee is our democratic process, since virtually all other 
elections and questions only require a simple majority, instead of a 2/3, vote.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


In past years the Community Development Committee has helped the Town to 
win sizable federal grants. The year 1980 proved to be very disappointing in 
this respect, however. Proposals for Comminity Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
funding, the Committee's major funding source, were not accepted by HUD for 
both 1980 and 1981, despite the substantial effort of Committee members and the 
Town Planning Director, James Freeman. Thus without the funding to implement 
the programs it had designed, the Community Development Committee devoted the 
time it found available to itself this year to seeking alternative sources of 
funding in attempt to further its goal of meeting the economic and housing 
needs of the Town. 


The preapplication for FY 1980 CDBG funding, which was unsuccessful, was 
for a comprehensive economic development grant for $800,000 for a one year 
term. The bulk of the grant was to be used to relocate the Department of 
Public Works away from the downtown section of Natick, and thus to make avail- 
able a downtown area for what is generally considered a better utilization of 
such property - commercial and housing development. Part of the grant was thus 
intended to cover the cost of 100 units of mixed income housing and to provide 
a marketing analysis of the area. It was thought that such a project would 
have a major impact on the revitalization of Natick's downtown - a goal towards 
which the Community Development Committee had been working in past years 
through such efforts as its home rehabilitation program which was restricted to 
the same target area. A continuation of the home rehabilitation program was 
also provided for in this grant proposal. Though the Committee's preapplica- 
tion scored very well in HUD's evaluation procedure, the competition was severe 
in the ''Small Cities'' aspect of CDBG program and Natick's rating was not high 
enough in relation to that of other communities to qualify for an invitation to 
submit a final application. 


The failure to receive a grant for 1980 meant that once the previous 
year's grant money was expended, there would no longer be sufficient funding 
to sustain the position of CD Administrator. The CD Administrator at this 
time resigned as a result. 


The Committee's chosen task of seeking alternative sources of funding was 
to become all the more difficult in the absence of a full-time professional 
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staff person. Committee members responded to the challenge, however, and 
using the remaining administrative funds to subscribe to publications informa- 
tive about grants programs, began considering worthy project ideas and attemp- 
ting to match these with available sources of funding. The ideas of various 
town boards and committees were sought in this connection. 


By spring the Committee was focusing upon projects in the areas of energy 
conservation and congregate housing for the elderly, and the posibility of 
having a town needs assessment survey performed. Other activities were in 
progress also. The Fy 1977 CDBG was closed out and work on the town's family 
housing project to be funded by the FY 1979 CDBG and administered by the 
Housing Authority was begun. This work included the modernization of these 
public housing structures in the areas of their electrical and plumbing systems 
and their storm window insulation. Block grant funding for this project was 
expended by early October. 


The Committee devoted the bulk of the summer and early fall to the prepar- 
ation of the FY 1981 CDBG preapplication. Committee members attended relevant 
conferences, performed data surveys, held public hearings, solicited ideas from 
other town boards, and ultimately formulated a proposal package approved by the 
Board of Selectmen. The resulting preapplication was for a single purpose 
grant in two categories: housing ($200,000) and public facilities ($200,000). 
The housing aspect of the proposal was for the funding to acquire and rehabili- 
tate structures for low and moderate income family housing. Existing Housing 
Authority Chapter 705 funds were to supplement the block grant funding. The 
public facilities aspect of the proposal was for funding to replace the exist- 
ing 8'' water main serving dowtown Natick. A financial commitment from the 
DPW was to supplement block grant funding in the case of this project also. As 
in 1980, the two programs set forth in the FY 1981 preapplication did not 
receive ratings high enough in relation to the ratings of other towns' programs 
to qualify for an invitation to submit a final application. An additional 
application submitted to the Metropolitan Area Planning Council for bonus fund- 
ing in the area of multi-family housing was also turned down.

LEGAL SERVICE SURVEY COMMITTEE 


The Legal Services Committee was appointed by the Town Moderator, the 
purpose of which was, ''to survey five years history 7/1/74 to 6/30/79, propose 
appropriate types of legal services required (full time, part time, or shared | 
time) and propose salary range.'' During several meetings, attended by Legal 
Committee members Selectman John Mahaney, Chairman James Moran, Attorney Kevin 
Gammons, Attorney Richard Byrne and Attorney Herbert Black, debate and sugges- 
tions resulted in recommending that a town counsel, preferably living in the 
Town, available practically on a daily basis, having knowledge of the Town as 
a taxpayer, with ability to summon local attorneys for special cases yet keep 
the position as part time status, with a salary increase to provide consistent 
incentive.

Backlog cases had accumulated and attention was urged immediately and 
these files were promptly made current. 


Executive Secretary Russell Harris surveyed all Town departments for their 
respective assessments for the present Town Counsel, Mr. Thomas C. O'Keefe. 
Sixteen departments were contacted, twelve rated Mr. O'Keefe A to A+, three B 
to B+, with only one failing to report. Other Town officials concerned with 
Town Counsel concurred with the given assessments. Towns comparable in size 
and composition were asked as to their approach for town counsel. This infor- 
mation was helpful in the Committee's considerations. 


Appearances of the Committee before the Board of Selectmen and Finance 
Committee brought additional proposals and recommendations and helped arrive 
at an agreeable salary, deal with the alarming backlog of cases and offered a 
clearer definition of the position of Town Counsel. There has been a positive 
evidence to the Committee of cost saving, more stability and confidence in this 
Town Counsel. 


Town Comptroller's Office has record of legal cost to Natick from 7/1/74 
to 6/30/79. 


As Chairman of Legal Service Committee | wish to thank the members of the 
Committee, Town Counsel Thomas C. 0'Keefe, the Board of Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee for their cooperation in formulating the present structure 
for Legal Services to Natick.

LOCAL ARTS COUNCIL 


In April of 1980, the Natick Selectmen appointed a six member arts council 
whose duties are, in part, to administer Massachusetts Arts Lottery funds, and 
to make the arts more widely available to the people of Natick by supporting 
the work of artists, humanists, and cultural organizations. 


The Council held organizational meetings bi-monthly during the summer and 
elected officers. Geraldine Barretto-Sims of Virginia Road was elected Chair- 
person. By-laws were drafted, and the regular meeting schedule defined as 
being held on the first Monday of the month, at 7:30 P.M. in the Natick Town 
Hall. 


In September, the Council initiated a campaign to raise funds for future 
concerts, performances and exhibits. Many thanks to all the people of Natick 
who contributed to the Arts Council. 


On October 5, 1980, the A Cappela singers and the Scholarship String 
Quartet of the New England Conservatory of Music performed at the Council's 
first concert given in the Morse Institute Library to announce the first sales 
of Mass. Arts Lottery tickets. In November, the Mass. Arts Lottery Council 
announced that the initial sale of arts lottery tickets had netted $280,000.00

for the arts. The funds will be available to the local arts councils in June 
of 1981. 


The Council conducted a survey to determine the cultural needs and 
interests of the Town. Five hundred and six people responded to the Survey, 
and a majority of these stated that more theatre, music and visual arts 
exhibits should be available in Natick. Full survey results are available 
through the Council. 


The Council would like to thank Dr. Joseph Keefe, Superintendent of 
Schools, for allowing us to distribute the surveys through the school system; 
Mr. Albert Chouinard, Superintendent-Director of Quinobin Regional Vocational 
School, for the use of their computer; and Dr. Donald Kaupp for his efforts 
in helping the Council analyze the survey data. 


The Council is presently working with the Natick Bicentennial Committee 
to sponsor an Arts Festival Weekend in February of 1981. 


In closing, the members of the Arts Council would like to express our 
Sincere thanks and appreciation to the Natick Selectmen for their support, 
both financial and philosophical, during 1980.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR SCREENING 
COMMITTEE 


The Committee was established as an independent ''special screening Com- 
mittee'' under Section 8-5 of the new Town Charter. It is representative of 
various boards and committees, as well as including members appointed from the 
community at large. The Committee met and organized on August 28, 1980. It 
held 14 meetings. 


: A total of 80 applications were received in response to advertisements 

in professional publications and through other sources. A three stage screen- 
ing process was adopted. In the first stage resumes were reviewed and candi- | 
dates were eliminated if they did not have 5 years or more of experience as 
the chief administrative officer of a city or town in which full time capacity 
he/she exercised supervisory administration over a personnel system, conducted 
labor negotiations, purchasing activities, supervised department heads, had 
appointing authority and prepared capital and operating budgets. As a result 
53 candidates were eliminated at this stage. 


In the second stage review candidates were asked to respond in writing to 
several questions so that their communication skills could be judged. This 
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information, together with their resume served as a basis of rating the 
applicants. Of the remaining 27 candidates, 3 failed to respond further and 
9 withdrew for various reasons (some after we had set up interviews with them). 


In the third stage of the process, five candidates were invited for inter- 
views, which were conducted in accordance with a prepared format in which the 
same questions were asked of each candidate. A reference check was made on 
the candidates interviewed and three names were submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen’ for their further consideration and appointment. No appointment 
had yet been made at the time this report was prepared.

PUBLIC WORKS RELOCATION SITE 
COMMITTEE 


As reported last year, the Committee was reactivated in order to consider 
and make recommendations to the Selectmen regarding its Community Development 
Block Grant application on a preliminary basis for funds to remove the DPW 
facility from the Downtown area. 


Before the Committee could make its report, word was received that the 
application had been turned down and the Town was not invited to submit a final 
application. No further programs have been brought to the attention of the 
Committee. 


The prior work of the Committee resulted in a number of conclusions that 
are particularly relevant in the situation that the Town faces with ''Proposi- 
tion 23'';: 


1- The moving of the DPW facility from the Downtown Area is an absolute 
necessity if the area is to be revitalized, since it occupies land that could 
become valuable as a significant increase to the tax base. 


2- Private, or public, development of the Downtown Business District 
requires more parking and residential units, if the area is to be revitalized. 
The present DPW site could be sold as part of some program for private and/or 
public development. 


3- Budgetary savings in the operation of the DPW and other departments 
could be achieved by relocation of the DPW out of the Downtown area. 


4- Improvements in the general economy over a period of years may result 
in new possibilities arising to make it feasible to relocate the DPW facility. 


2- The Town is embarking on a new form of professional government with a 
professional Town Administrator. The Committee desires to make its work 
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available to the new Administrator for his consideration in any plans he may 
devise in connection with revitalization of the Downtown Business District and 
improved operation of the Town departments. 


Since the Committee has no budget and proposes to spend no money, it asks 
to be continued so that it may be of service to the Town Administrator.

SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


During 1980, its fifteenth year of operation, South Middlesex Opportunity 
Council (SMOC) provided service and program assistance to over sixteen thou- 
sand (16,000) low-income adults and children. As the area's anti-poverty 
agency, SMOC received a total of $5.5 million in federal, state, and private 
funding in order to support continuing operation of its Head Start, Day Care, 
Alcohol Services, Energy, Elderly Nutrition, and Legal Services programs. 


Of the total funding received, the agency utilized only 5.7% to administer 
its operation while utilizing 94.3% for community programming. Based ona 
Congressional multiplier effect of 4.0, SMOC's activity in the local area 
during the year infused the local economy to a total of twenty two ($22) mil- 
lion dollars through the purchase of goods and services, space rental, payrol|] 
and deposits. 


In 1980, SMOC established the energy crisis which affects low-income and 
elderly people as its major priority. To that end, the agency continued 
Operation of the fuel assistance, utility advocacy, and weatherization pro- 
grams, while developing a low cost/no cost weatherization program, a bi- 
monthly newsletter, and a community based energy cooperative, the People's 
Energy Resource Cooperative (PERC). 


The Board of Directors of SMOC, comprised of one third public officials, 
one third low-income persons and one third interested private groups con- 
tinued to develop and set policy for the entire agency. To this end, the 
Board of Selectmen of Natick designated Erica Ball as their representative 
to the SMOC Board.

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FIRE RESCUE SERVICE STUDY COMMITTEE 


Over the past nine months this Committee has studied Natick's Emergency 
Medical Protection and has received many oral comments regarding the services 
provided by the Natick Fire Department. Through this testimony, we have come 
to the conclusion that no other organization can meet the needs of this com- 
munity's medical emergencies, better than Natick's Firefighters. 


The thrust of this Committee's work was to study if a need exists to 
charge for the service which has been provided to the town's residents without — 
a fee for approximately forty years. That ''need'' surfaced after a close 
evaluation of the Fire Rescue Service, especially its growth in the past ten 
years, its current demands, and projections for the next five years. New 
demands will be placed upon training, supplies, equipment and vehicle replace- 
ment; and the ambulance service will definitely require expansion to keep 
abreast of the Town's needs. Thus, we feel a charging program is appropriate 
to offset the continuing financial responsibilities of this system. 


We would like to made the following recommendations regarding a charging 
program for the Fire Department Ambulance Service. These recommendations are 
made after thoroughly researching the areas and concerns outlined by the Board 
of Selectmen in their charge to our Committee. The background information 
which we gathered is displayed in summary in the attached appendix. 


We recommend: 


A. That a fee for ambulance be instituted in the amount of: 


Base fee $85.00 
$4.00 patient loaded mile 
Oxygen usage fee $10.00 


B. That billing be directed primarily to third party insurance carriers, but 
every call will be billed. That the billing procedure and collections 
accomplished by a private firm working on a fee basis. 


C. That the funds generated by this program be restricted to emergency 
Medical Service (EMS), by means of a Reserve Receipt Ambulance Account. 


D. That an ''Ambulance Board'' be established to oversee this account. Their 
capacity would be to supervise collections, expenditures and abatements. 
But, in no way would they become involved with daily operation. 


E. That the Fire Department conduct an intensive education program to instruct 
the public, with particular sensitivity to senior citizens, concerning the 
billing procedures. 


We feel that the program, as proposed, will be in the best interest of 
the community while providing funds for the best possible emergency services 
available. We also feel that it will be a direct form of tax relief, as it will 


release the burden of operating expense from the Fire Department budget and make 
EMS self supportive operation of that department, (except for direct labor 
which is currently a joint firefighter duty). 


We would like to state that the basic mission of this service should remain

as previously established; that being: emergency medical care provided within 
the confines of the community, and NOT for routine transport. We strongly 
Support the continuation of the Fire Department's policy to commute these emer- 
gency cases to the nearest medical facility. 


In conclusion, this Town should continue to provide a top quality emer- 
gency medical service that the residents deserve; we feel that this is an 
outstanding opportunity to maintain and improve upon the service without plac- 
ing any additional financial burden upon them, but by merely utilizing the 
options provided in their medical insurance poiicies.

NEIGHBORHOOD BUS COMMITTEE 


1980 saw the continued growth of ridership on the Natick Neighborhood Bus 
to more than 90,000 passengers. 


The Committee met frequently to discuss ridership, service, schedules and 
problems related to its operation. It voted to maintain neighborhood pick-ups 
to provide a better and more visible service. 


Though a high percentage of our ridership is made up of senior citizens 
and students, all segments of the community are served. 


Due to the time requirements of his legislative duties, Rep. Louis 
Nickinello resigned from the Committee. This loss was offset by the appoint- 
ment of Patricia Free and Franklin Ching. 


Because of its successful unique design the Neighborhood Bus was included 
in a cooperative study of transportation systems conducted this past year by 
the U.S. Department of Transportation and the corresponding West German agency. 
The design and operation were studied and analyzed. A report is expected in 
late spring. 


When the possibility of curtailment of the Massachusetts Bay Transporta- 
tion subsidy occured in December, the importance of providing this service 
was recognized by the Selectmen. They voted to continue service as long as 
possible. 


We hope this service can be supported in the future, as we think it wil] 
be of increasing importance in the economy of the eighties.

Voted, to waive reading of the Warrant and to waive the reading 
of itemization in the Finance Committee motions when that itemization is 
exactly the same as printed in the Finance Committee Report; and to waive 
the reading of itemization in any motions where there has been a dis- 
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tribution thereof in writing to Town Meeting Members; and to omit reading 
of the Articles when calling them and to refer to them by subject matter 
Or number. 


The Finance Committee reported through its Chairman, Frederick 
Thorsen and through its Secretary, Anne D'Agostino. 


The Warrant for Special Town Meeting No. 2 and the Finance 
Committee recommendations were mailed to all Town Meeting Members and 
i various Town Boards, Committees and Officials on Thursday, June 5, 
1980. 

The Finance Committee held its Public Hearing on the Warrant 
Articles of Special Town Meeting No. 2 on Thursday, May 22, 1980, at 
7:30 P.M., in the Main Meeting Room of the Town Hall at 13 East Central

The Planning Board held its Public Hearing on the Warrant 
Articles, No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 and No. 4, of Special Town Meeting No. 2 
on Wednesday, May 28, 1980 at 8:00 P.M. in the Main Meeting Room of the 
Town Hall at 13 East Central Street. 


ARTICLE 1 
(Planning Board) 


That the Town amend its Zoning By-laws as follows: 


1. In Section II-A. ''Types of Districts!’ add ''Highway Planned Use 
HPU'' after ''Limited Commercial LC'' in the list of use districts. 
2. In Section II11-A.2 ''Use Regulation Schedule'' add a new heading 
"HPU'' with the following in the colum thereunder: 
"See Highway Planned Use regulations at Section I11-G.'"' 
Add a new section "I!11-G. Highway Planned Use'' as follows: 
3. Add a new section ''ll1-G. Highway Planned Use'' as follows: 


111-G. HIGHWAY PLANNED USE (HPU) DISTRICTS 

1. PURPOSE AND INTENT. Within the purposes expressed in Section 
1-A and in the General Laws Chapter 40A, the particular intent 
of these By-laws relating to HPU Districts is to provide for 
large scale development of commercial uses, which may include 
office uses, in a manner that provides flexibility for creative 
land planning on large parcels of land along or near major 
highways. 

2. USES. Only those uses provided for below are permitted or allowed 
in a Highway Planned Use (HPU) District. To the extent permitted 
by law, all other uses are prohibited. 


A. Permitted and Allowed Uses - Small Parcels. 
On lots located within an HPU District, containing 25 acres 
of land or less, all uses permitted as of right and/or al] 
uses allowable on such lots upon the issuance of a Special 
Permit from the Board of Appeals, which were permitted or 
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allowable in the zoning district within which said lots were 
located immediately prior to their being rezoned into an HPU 
District shall continue to be permitted or allowable uses, 
respectively. 

B. Allowed Uses - Large Parcels. 
Only on a lot, or on several adjacent lots, having in total 
a minimum area of 25 acres may the following uses be per- 
mitted in HPU Districts upon Site Plan Review, and the grant 
of a Special Permit by the Planning Board in accordance with 
Sections VI-DD and VI-EE of these By-laws. The lots to be 
included within the Final Site Plan required under Section 
VI-DD shall conform to the Intensity Regulations requirements 
of these By-Laws, and especially those of Section I11-G.3. 
following hereinafter. Where owners of adjacent lots wish 
to combine them for the purpose of seeking a Special Permit 
and approval of a Final Site Plan under this Section, they 
must submit a recordable agreement to the Planning Board with 
their petition for a Site Plan Review and Special Permit. 
Such agreement must be in a form that is satisfactory to the 
Planning Board and shall authorize the joint proposed 
development and be binding upon their successors in interest. 
Such agreement shall be recorded upon approval of a Final Site 
Plan prior to the issuance of any building permit; 


(a) Business or professional office or agency; bank or other 
financial institution, administrative office; clerical 
office; statistical office; establishment for research 
and/or development craft, consumer, professional or other 
service establishment dealing directly with the general 
public; business training center; 

(b) Retail stores; 

(c) Wholesale or retail office or showroom with inside storage 
of goods for sale on the premises only; 

(d) The Storage and parking of motor vehicles, with no provision 
for operat+@ffs incidental to the servicing of such vehicles; 

(e) Printing or publishing establishment; 

(f) Restaurant, tea room, lunchroom or other eating establishment 
serving food and beverages provided any portion of a structure 
dedicated to such use is located at least three hundred (300') 
feet from the nearest residentially zoned district; 

(g) Structures for indoor recreation uses available to occupants 
of their guests provided any portion of a structure containing 
such use is located at least two hundred (200') feet from the 
nearest residentially zoned district. 


3. INTENSITY REGULATIONS 

A. General Requirements. Lots in an HPU District shall conform to 
those Intensity Regulations of this Zoning By-law found in 
Section IV as applicable for the Zoning District in which said 
lots were located immediately prior to rezoning to an HPU District. 


B. Special Requirements. Instead of the foregoing requirements and 
only where a lot or a group of lots are proposed to be included 
as a large parcel for purposes of seeking Site Plan Approval and 
a Special Permit under Section I11-CC.B.2 the following regula- 
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tions shall apply: 


(a) Minimum area required for inclusion in a Final Site Plan: 
25 acres; 
(b) Minimum Continuous frontage required for inclusion in a 
Final Site Plan; 1,500 feet; 
(c) Minimum Setback of buildings and parking from major highways; 
85 feet; (excluding staircases, ramps and other facilities 
required by law for the safe use of the structure) ; 
(d) Minimum side and rear setbacks; A setback from the side and 
rear boundaries of the large parcel shall be maintained not less 
than 250 feet. The minimum side or rear setbacks shall not be 
required where it abuts land which has been preserved by con- 
servation restriction, or similar deed restriction, provided said 
conservation land is of equal or greater dimension than the side 
or rear setbacks which would otherwise be required; 
(e) Maximum building coverage: 25 per cent including 
accessory buildings; 
(f) Maximum height of buildings; 48 feet 
(g) Landscaped Open Space Requirement 

A strip of landscaped open space at least 75 feet in 
width shall be maintained by means of a conservation re- 
striction at all side and rear boundaries of the large 
parcel. This 75' strip of landscaped open space shal] 
not be required where it abuts other land outside of the 
parcel which had been preserved by a conservation re- 
striction, provided said conservation land is 75' (feet) 
or greater. All landscaping shall be constructed and 
maintained as follows: 

A continuous six foot high barrier consisting of 

either fencing, berms, understory plant materials (at 
mature height) or a combination thereof shall be provided 
together with one tree that will reach a mature height of 
30' (feet) or greater and which will form a effective year- 
round screen for every 50 linear feet of perimeter. 
Understory plant materials must be at least 3 feet in 
height when planted and trees must be at least 15 feet 
in height when planted. 


4. In Section IV-B. Footnotes c. under ''FOOTNOTES TO INTENSITY 
REGULATIONS'' delete ''the height limitations in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, State Building Code'' and insert '"'a height 
limitation of 75 feet." 

5. In Section IV-B ''Intensity Regulations by Zoning Districts", 
insert the following between CI! and IN-I: ''HPU see Section

6. In Section V-D.6. ''Location of Required Parking Spaces'' add to 
the end of the second paragraph the words ''. . . or a Highway 
Planned Use or a Highway Mixed Use District.'"' 

7. In Section V-D.10.b., the first sentence, insert ''Highway 
Planned Use'' after Industrial I! and before Highway Mixed 
Use-1. 
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8. In Section V-D.16. ''Landscaping Adjacent to Right-of-Way'' 
after the second sentence of the first paragraph insert a new 
sentence as follows:

PLANNING BOARD REPORT ON ARTICLE 1. 

RECOMMENDATION: Favorable action with the enclosed amendments. 

COMMENTS: 

This article creates a new Highway Planned Use (HPU) zoning district designed 
to create the opportunity for the development of first class office parks with 
the provision for some retail uses. The article has been designed to encourage 
adjacent property owners of land along Route 9 to develop large parcels, 25 
acres or more, in a coordinated plan. As in the case of the rezoning at the 
former Carlings Brewery which has now become the International Headquarters 

of Prime Computer, the By-law has been structured so that use of smaller 
parcels under 25 acres would be governed by its present zoning classification. 
The differences between this new zone and the existing Commercial || zoning 
which applies to most of the existing frontage of Route 9 are significant 

as shown by the following table. In addition, the uses allowed in an HPU 
district have been drastically reduced from the broad range of uses now 
allowed in Commercial I!. This has been done intentionally to focus new 
development under this zoning to be primarily office with some retail as 
secondary use. Uses such as car sales, repair garages, or outside service 

of food have been eliminated as they are clearly inconsistent with the type 

of development intended.

lt should be apparent that land along Route 9 which is vacant and zoned for 
commercial development is going to be developed as a result of market pressures. 
lt is also argued that the Town needs such development to expand its tax base. 
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PLANNING BOARD REPORT (Continued) 


Perhaps just as certain as the inevitability of such development is the need for 
the Town to see that it be done in a manner which achieves the following TOWN 
NEEDS: 
1. The best possible project is produced for the Town; 
2. Problems resulting from existing development of Rt. 9, such as traffic, 
drainage, etc., be avoided; 
3. Provide maximum feasible protection to adjacent residential areas, and 
4. Provide for careful local review to insure the implementation of projects, 
meet the plans and expectations proposed. 


lt is the firm belief of the Planning Board that these objectives can only be 

accomplished under the form of zoning proposed in Article 1 with its increased 
requirements and provisions for Site Plan review and public hearings. Existing 
zoning simply has not provided the controls necessary to meet these Town needs. 


VOTED, on a Roll Call vote, 101 in Favor - 
68 Opposed - that the subject matter of Article

PLANNING BOARD REPORT - STM NO. 2, 1980 
Article 2 

RECOMMENDATION: Favorable action 
COMMENTS: 


Article 2 would rezone approximately 30 Acres of land with almost 1,600 feet of 
frontage on Route 9 into the new HPU district created under Article 1. This pro- 
perty includes the existing Loehmann's store plus the former golf driving range 
and Frosty Tee sites. The development proposed on this site by its owners would 
include approximately 300,000 sq. ft. of office space designed and developed in 
conjunction with 50,000 sq. ft. of retail space anchored by a new Loehmann's store. 


The result of this rezoning is best shown by the sketch enclosed as Fig. 1.. 
This shows that of a total area of 35.2 Acres owned by Stimpson Properties and 
Loehmann's, only 29.6 Acres would be rezoned. 


Figure 1 also reveals that 13 Acres of the site would not have anything built on 
but would serve as a buffer between this project and adjacent properties. 


It should also be noted that of the area to be rezoned, which is now zoned RSC, 


only the funnel shaped area within the limits of the 250 foot setback could 
actually have buildings on it, an area of 2.6 Acres. 
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In this Article, Town Meeting is being presented with a very real opportunity to 
respond to increasing taxes by adding a large new taxpayer to its tax base. 
However, in doing so Natick need not leave its future development to chance. Town 
Meeting members can see to it that both development and the Town prosper. It is 


clearly within the Town's control and ability however, it requires your vote to do 
so.

To see if the Town will vote to amend certain sections of the Zoning 
By-laws as hereinafter set forth or otherwise act thereon.

At the end of the existing Section on ''Town House Cluster Development''! 
add a new section as follows: 


"TT1-2.F: SINGLE FAMILY TOWN HOUSE CLUSTER DEVELOPMENT 


1. PURPOSE AND INTENT. To permit more economical and efficient 

use of residential land than may be accomplished through standard 
subdivision development by: protecting the existing character of 

the landscape, introducing some variety into residential development, 
and preserving for the Town more open space for water supply; flood 
protection; woodland, field and wetland habitat; conservation; and 
recreation. Such objectives may be obtained as an alternative or 
optional choice by a landowner in certain residential districts. 


2. APPLICABILITY: The Planning Board may grant a Special Permit for 
the construction and occupancy of a Single Family Town House Cluster 
Development located in the RS-B, RS-D or RS-E Districts, provided 
that the gross land area of the parcel is at least 15 contiguous 
acres. The applicant must either own or submit authorization in 
writing to act for all the owners of the lots comprising the parcel. 

Two or more adjacent parcels, each of which contain 15 or more 
contiguous acres, which are separated by a distance of 100 feet, or 
less, may be combined and treated as a single parcel for the purpose 
of this section. 


3. ALLOWED USES: The following uses may be undertaken under the 
alternative procedure and requirements provided for in Section 111-2.F. 
upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the Planning Board in accor- 
dance with the provisions and requirements of Section VI-EE of these 
Zoning By-laws: 
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(a) Any use permitted in the RS District as set forth in Section 
YT APZ = 
(b) Town Houses, provided that the total number of Town House units 
does not amount to more than thirty-five (35 per cent) per cent 
of the total number of dwelling units allowable in the entire 
cluster development pursuant to Section I11-2.F.7; and 
(c) Zero-lot-line single family homes provided that the total number 
of Single Family homes so attached plus the total number of 
Town House units does not amount to more than thirty-five (35 
per cent) per cent of the total number of dwelling units 
allowable in the entire cluster development pursuant to Section 
i= 226 7s 
As used herein, zero-lot-line shall mean the joining of no more 
than two dwelling units together at a common property line by 
reducing the normal required side yard to zero on each lot and then 
attaching the units by a common wall located on the property line; 
(d) Existing Residential Buildings: Any residential 
building existing prior to January 1, 1980 which 
contains 4,000 sq. ft. or more gross floor area may be 
subdivided into residential units having at least 
2,000 sq. ft. each, provided that the building is not 
expanded in size. 
Such units shall be in addition to the number of 
dwelling units calculated under Section 111-2.F.7. 


4, JURISDICTION. Where the proposed uses of an RSB, RSD or RSE 
parcel under this Section would require obtaining a Special Permit 
from both the Board of Appeals and the Planning Board, then the 
Planning Board shall have exclusive jurisdiction to issue or deny 
all of such permits for a particular project. The Planning Board 
shall retain said jurisdiction until the Town House Cluster Develop- 
ment has been constructed in accordance with the Overall] Development 
Plan as approved by the Planning Board and a certificate of comple- 
tion has been issued as required by Section VI-DD.6. Thereafter, 
the granting of Special Permits shall be in accordance with other 
provisions of this Zoning By-law. 


5. PROCEDURES: The procedures to be followed in obtaining approval 
for the alternative Cluster Development are: 


(a) PRE-APPLICATION REVIEW: To promote better communication and 
to avoid misunderstanding, the applicant is encouraged, prior 
to preparation of a formal application, to meet with the 
Planning Board and Planning Director for general discussion, 
using the soil survey, drainage, topographic and other data 
available from the Town. 

(b) FORMAL APPLICATION: The applicant for a Single Family Town 
House Cluster Development shall submit to the Planning Board 
a formal application for a Special Permit, which includes an 
Overall Development Plan, and is otherwise in compliance with 
Rules and Regulations especially established by the Planning 
Board relative thereto. The application shall be filed in 
the name of the record owner(s) of the parcel(s) to be 
developed. Date of application shall be the date when filing 
is made with the Planning Board. 
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(c) FURTHER PROCEDURES: The hearing and further proceedings 
regarding the application shall be in accordance with M.G.L. 
Chapter 40A. The Planning Board may adopt Rules: and Regula- 
tions for the proceedings under Section I11.2.F., so far as 
apt, in accordance with M.G.L. Chapter 41, Sec. 81Q; and may 
waive strict compliance therewith, so far as apt, in accor- 
dance with 42 M.G.L. 81R. 


CRITERIA. Approval of the application for a Special Permit to 
allow the construction of a Single Family Town House Cluster 
Development shall be granted only upon Planning Board determina- 
tion that the plan is superior to a conventional subdivision plan. 


(a) The following criteria shall be used to make the determination 
as to whether or not the plan is superior: 


(1) The preservation and accessibility of open space for 
conservation or recreation; 

(2) The protection of significant natural features of the land; 

(3) The protection of historical or other significant features; 

(4) More efficient provision of street, utilities and other 
public services. 

(b) Specific means of achieving these objectives include: 

(1) Avoidance of frequent driveway openings onto through streets, 
or near street intersections; 

(2) Avoidance of extensive topographic change necessitating 
vegetation and tree removal; 

(3) Preservation of scenic views from public ways; 

(4) Preservation of natural landscape in large contiguous 
areas which are visible from roadways and residences, 
enhancing the likelihood of the continuation of existing 
ecosystems; 

(5) Accessibility of the Preserved Open Space to substantially 
all of the dwelling units; 

(6) Variations in lot sizes and building arrangements; 

(7) Use of Preserved Open Space - to protect significant 
natural environments such as but not limited to ground water 
recharge areas; wetlands that provide flood protection; 
Stream valleys; outstanding vegetation; woodland; field and 
wetland habitat; or scenic spots; and - to avoid develop- 
ment on geologically unsuitable land; 

(8) Avoidance of access via existing minor streets 
servicing single family homes, especially where 
Town Houses are sited. 


NUMBER OF DWELLING UNITS: The maximum number of dwelling units 

allowed in a Single Family Town House Cluster Development 

shall equal the ''Net Usable Land Area'' within the parcel 

divided by the minimum lot area requirements for a single 

family dwelling in that District as determined from Section 

IV-B of these By-laws then rounded to the nearest whole number. 

As used herein, ''Net Usable Land Area'' shall mean eighty (80 

per cent) per cent of the resultant area obtained by subtracting 
seventy (70 per cent) per cent of the land area lying below the 

one hundred (100) year flood elevation as delineated on the 
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(8) 


Townwide Drainage Study maps by Coffin & Richardson 

Engineers (scale 1'' equals 100') and fifty (50 per cent) per 
cent of the primary zone wetland area (also as shown on said 
Town wide Drainage Study maps) which is shown outside the limits 
of the one hundred (100) year flood elevation from the gross 
land area of a parcel or portion thereof classified within a 
single zoning district. If the Overall Development Plan lies 
in more than one zoning district, the number of dwelling units 
allowed shall be calculated as above for that portion of the 
parcel in each of the zoning districts separately and the re- 
sultant determinations added together to give an overall allow- 
able total number of dwelling units for the parcel. Dwelling 
units may be transferred between zoning districts, being 
limited only by the overall allowable total and by the design 
restrictions of the Overall Development Plan for the parcel. 


INTENSITY REGULATIONS: Dwellings shall be on designated building 
lots with dimensional control varying from those otherwise per- 
mitted in the District as follows: 

(1) If in the RS-E or RS-D Districts, single family houses 
shall meet the requirements for the RS-B District; 

(2) If in the RS-B District, single family homes shall 
meet the requirements for the RS-C District; 

(3) Town Houses located in RS Districts shall be on lots 
meeting the minumum lot area requirements of the RM 
District as set out in Section IV-B of these By-laws 
and footnote (d) thereto.

by Coffin & Richardson Engineers (scale 1'' equals 100') and fifty (50 per

RECOMMENDATION: Favorable Action as amend by the Finance Committee 


COMMENTS: 


This by-law change is designed to give property owners the choice of a cluster 
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alternative in addition to the conventional subdivision now allowed in areas 
zoned for 40,000 sq. ft. lots or greater. Over the past 2 years, the Planning 
Board has developed this by-law in response to the discussion and comments 
heard on the various proposals previously debated at Town Meeting. There are 
two major differences set out in this cluster by-law which make it distinctly 
different and better than earlier proposals. 


1. The number of units allowed is consistent with the number 
which could be obtained by a conventional subdivision. 
There are NO density bonuses. 


2. A minimum of 65 percent of the allowed units MUST be single 
family detached houses. Thus, the existing character of 
residential areas will be maintained. 


The by-law as submitted does allow up to 35 percent of the units to be either 
townhouses or zero-lot line single family units, or a combination thereof, 

at the option of the developer. However, in no case may the combined per- 
centage of such units exceed 35 percent. The Board believes that the flex- 
ibility to use such units allows the potential for greater open space 

within and around cluster developments. It also introduces some variety to 
the type of units offered within the Town in response to changing needs. 


The Planning Board believes that the single family requirement together with 
the Site Plan Review and Public Hearing requirements of the by-law will insure 
that such developments will be of a type and scale which is consistent with 
that existing. Furthermore, it will provide the Town with a real tool which 
can be used to preserve open space and retain the almost rural character of 
South Natick today. 


On May 28, 1980, the Natick Planning Board held a Public Hearing on Article #3 
of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting #2 of 1980, which was advertised 
in the Natick Bulletin on May 14, 1980 and May 21, 1980. 


The Planning Board mailed its report to all Town Meeting Members on June 6, 


1980. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning Board recommends Favorable Action on the Finance
